3. The rates of fee, the categories of vehicles exempted from payment of 
fee and the name, address and telephone number of the authority to whom 
complaints, if any, should be addressed, shall be conspicuously and 
prominently displayed 500 meters ahead of the toll booths, 100 meters ahead 
• of the toll booths and at the toll booths also, the height of the display boards 
and size of letters being such that it is easy for drivers to read the display 
boards and they shall be legibly written or printed in English, Hindi and the 
regional language of the area in which the stretch is situated.
